Many adventure-seekers are nomadic trav- 
elers, preferring to book only airfare and a 
first night’s accommodations. 

Jamie Bender of Bucktown suggests 
booking flights directly through the airline 
carrier or travel agent so there’s no trouble 
changing a travel date if necessary Once 
there, she said, she wings it. Not everything 
is in the guidebooks, and there’s more 
flexibility when each day isn’t organized, 
she said. 

Bender, 32, meets people along the way, 
talks to them about activities and stops by 
Internet cafes to search for eco-adventures 
online. 

Other travelers research and book all 
aspects of the vacation before leaving home 
because they have a limited amount of time 
for a trip and don’t want to waste it roaming 
around. 

Many adventure travel sites, such as REI 
Adventures, STA Travel, Adventure Center, 
G.A.E Adventures, Intrepid Travel, Wildland 
Adventures, iExplore and Abercrombie & 
Kent, will plan entire itineraries at a variety 
of costs. Such trips, like those with privately 
guided tours, maybe expensive and exclude 
airfare. To cut down costs, experts suggest 
traveling during the shoulder season (the 
time in between the high and low travel 
season) and staying at hostels or B&Bs. 

Booking a tour in advance can save 
money too, because travelers won’t have to 
worry about the price fluctuating with the 
exchange rate, according to STA Travel. And 
travel providers can tell travelers how much 
to plan for incidentals. Booking an entire 
trip with the adventure travel company 
also gives travelers one point of contact 
managing their trip, leonorvivanco

For adventurous travelers from Chicago, a vacation is no day at the beach

On her most recent travel excursion, Jamie 
Bender slid down the side of a volcano in 
Pucon, Chile, with only an ice pick to stop 
herself It was her scariest moment. 

In neighboring Bolivia, she stood in chest- 
high murky water in the rain forest, search- 
ing for anacondas. In Antarctica, she jumped 
into ice-cold water and her body immediately 
went numb. On her way sailing back to South 
America, Bender, 32, of Bucktown said she 
held her bedpost for two hours as her ship bat- 
tled tumultuous waters and scraped icebergs. 

And that was just one vacation two years 
ago. “Fm willing to take whatever risks are 
necessary to learn about the world first- 
hand,” said Bender, who is outreach coordi- 
nator at the Center for International Studies 
for the University of Chicago. “Fm interested 
in experiencing different cultures and seeing 
animals in natural habitats. 

“Sometimes that might mean putting 
myself in a situation other people wouldn’t. 
But to me, it’s always worth it.” 

Adventure seekers like Bender say they take 
such trips to test their physical agility, get an 
adrenaline rush, learn about new cultures and 
see the world. And more Chicagoans and others 
are working up the nerve to travel like Bender, 
who has visited more than 30 countries. 

Although the travel industry overall is slow- 
ing due to the down economy adventure travel 
is becoming increasingly popular and captur- 
ing a bigger market share, experts say The size 
of the adventure tourism industry is difficult to 
quantify, but industry insiders say it is a grow- 
ing segment of the travel and tourism industry 
More companies are dedicated to adventure 
travel compared with 20 years ago, said Chris 
Doyle, vice president of the Seattle-based 
Adventure Travel Trade Association. 

“These are people leaning forward and 
have a notion to explore, to push their own 
internal limits a bit,” Doyle said. “It’s about 
putting ourselves in situations outside our 
comfort zone.” 

The brutal Chicago winter and upcoming 
spring break are the perfect excuse for thrill 
seekers to bolt, especially to warmer climates. 
Those seasons see an uptick in travel, said 
Todd McClamroch, chief executive officer 


of iexplore.com, a Chicago-based site that 
books and customizes adventure travel. 

Travelers often return with unbelievable 
experiences and tales. 

Northwestern student Luke Bonucci, 21, 
fled campus to spend much of last summer 
backpacking and whitewater canoeing in 
Alaska. “Going to school in the city, you kind 
of feel the call of the wild and to answer that 
call you’ve got to get out,” he said. 

Dropped off by a floatplane at the Gates of 
the Arctic National Park, Bonucci and nine 
others survived using food rations they car- 
ried with them, maps and navigation skills. 
“The views you get made it all worthwhile,” 
he said. 

South Loop resident Kevin Hwang had 
another “Survivor”-esque moment last 
November when he carried his food and gear 
for 150 miles in the Sahara Desert in Egypt 
during a seven-day race. “This was probably 
the most extreme. This is the vacation peo- 
ple were scratching their heads about,” said 
Hwang, 35. Not a fan of boring beach vaca- 
tions, he prefers climbing Mt. Kilimanjaro, 
backpacking through the Patagonia region 
in Chile, and crossing glaciers in Alaska. 

“Fm just attracted to doing these physical 
activities in areas that are quite beautiful and 
remote, places people don’t typically want to 
go,” he said. 

Travelers don’t have to carry a passport and 
go overseas for adventure. 

Nicole Miller, 36, spent 19 hours last fall 
in the Imlay Canyon at Utah’s Zion National 
Park canyoneering, a combination of hiking, 
climbing, jumping, rappelling and swimming. 
She said she was so scared that she started to 
cry when she was above a river and had to rap- 
pel on a rope 160 feet in pitch black. 

The sport itself is risky she said. “My under- 
standing is that it’s one of the few sports, if 
not the only sport, you can literally die of heat 
exposure and hypothermia on the same trip,” 
said Miller, who lives in Edgewater. 

Still, she visits West Coast canyons a cou- 
ple times a year. “To me, it’s like McDonald’s 
Playland for adults. The great outdoors is just 
so fun. It’s a whole other world you don’t get 
sitting at home or at the office,” said Miller, 
who works in public relations. 

Not all adventure travelers are fearless. 


WHERE IN THE WORLD? 

Adventure travelers are headed to 
Southeast Asia and Latin America for 
unique experiences because of the 
low costs, strength of the dollar, and 
proximity to home if they need to take a 
shorter vacation, said Todd McClamroch, 
chief executive officer of iexplore.com, 
a Chicago-based site that books and 
customizes adventure travel. 

STA Travel, which serves mainly 18- to 
25-year-olds, said adventure travel is just 
behind the traditional beach vacations for 
spring break, with popular countries being 
Thailand, Peru and Costa Rica. 



But they might want to know their limits 
at least physically Sites like iexplore.com 
rate the difficulty and comfort levels of the 
adventurous trip and have consultants who 
can talk to travelers about how strenuous the 
activity may be, said McClamroch, the site’s 
CEO. Eor example, some travelers get sick 
from altitude changes so they might want to 
consult their doctors before they decide to 
climb Mt. Kilimanjaro. 

Several adventure travel sites contain dis- 
claimers to ensure would-be travelers under- 
stand what they’re getting into. 

Travelers also should consider their physical 
fitness before booking an activity like a 16 -day 
hike to Mt. Everest base camp, he said. They 
also should determine how much they enjoy 
the activity they’re signing up for, he said. Eor 
example, if they’re not sure how much they like 
river rafting, maybe they should schedule that 
activity for one day and not the entire week. 

And travelers might want to make sure they 
are brave enough to take on the adventure. 

In New Zealand, Matt Grasso went cave 
trekking underwater, crashed into a wall in 
street luge and bungee jumped into a canyon 
over a river. But he backed out of skydiving. 
Although Grasso, 30, a mortgage consultant 
who lives in Wicker Park, is an adventure- 
seeker, he admits to sometimes thinking 
about how long it would take to get medical 
treatment if things went wrong. 

“If I really at that moment was fearful I 
would put my life or somebody else’s life in 
danger, I would back away and step down,” 
he said, lvivanco@tribune.com

The scene: No offense to Huck 
Finn Donuts (we heart your 3 a,m, 
hangover cures!), but when the Becky 
Thatcher egg deal— a classic, Huck 
Finn special— reigns as a ’hood’s 
culinary heartthrob, you can’t blame 
the locals for getting excited about 
something new Especially when that 
something new serves brunch. 

Enter 35th Street Cafe, This corner 
coffee shop-eatery hybrid is 
hardly taking for granted the 
local customer base that’s 
starving for something 
new Instead it’s going 
for street cred with 
hearty, inexpensive food, 
a versatile special events 
space that doubles as brunch 
overflow on weekends and 
forthcoming events such as 
gallery showings by 
local artists. 

Three weeks after opening, the 
influx of diners hasn’t subsided— or 
broken the owners’ stride. On a recent 


Saturday morning, young couples 
and families steadily filled the dining 
room’s dozen or so cafe tables. Easy- 
listening music swayed through the 
air, and manager and co-owner Erika 
Gutierrez (who lives within blocks 
of the cafe, as does co-owner Danny 
Varagoza) shook hands with every- 
one, repeating first names in hopes of 
remembering them next time. 

The cuisine: This is no 3 a,m, 

diner. But it’s not a 
McSandwich-slinging 
java hut either. The 
kitchen serves up hefty, 
home-style portions of 
breakfast favorites such 
as strawberry-covered 
French toast ($575) and 
fresh eggs with crisp 
breakfast potatoes and 
bacon ($4,99), Want a 
latte? They’ve got coffee, 
lots of it. But it tends to take a back 
seat to brunch, 

Varagoza got help from the owner 
of brunch favorite Fio (1434 W 


Chicago Ave,) when it came time 
to open 35th Street Cafe, so it’s no 
surprise that Southwestern-inspired 
dishes shine, from black bean-topped 
huevos rancheros ($5.50) to our favor- 
ite, the Arizona omelet ($5.99), a big, 
fluffy egg pocket stuffed with avo- 
cado, sour cream, sauteed mushrooms 
and shallots. 

Ordering follows the coffee-shop 
side of the operation— order at the 
counter first, then sit down— creating 
some confusion. Thankfully, quick 


service and a table-side visit from the 
chef made us forget about the awk- 
ward entry Another plus: Everything 
on the brunch menu is available week- 
days for breakfast, served until ii a,m, 
Eood is priced for the recession 
weary— a single diner’s tab usually 
doesn’t exceed $10, It’s an effort that, 
these days, not even the neighborhood 
diner can promise,

The Fray became left-field successes in 2006 on the 
strength of their piano-driven, TV-approved sad-sack 
sing-alongs “Over My Head (Cable Car)” and “How to 
Save a Life,” 

Was it Isaac Slade's mournful vocals that made the 
Denver quartet a success? Was it good marketing? Was it 
the “Grey's Anatomy” tie-in? No one could be sure. 

So for their follow-up, The Fray simply did the same 
thing all over again, “The 
Fray” (Epic) is, on paper, 
zero-risk music making. 
They took the pieces that 
worked on their debut and 
re-created them for the 
sophomore album. 

As the first single, “You 
Found Me,” has proved, 
you know exactly how this 
album is going to sound 
—the same as the last one. 
Sure, words change here 
and there, and some songs 
are slightly faster than midtempo and some are slightly 
slower, but that's about it, 

“Syndicate” is ‘Absolute” is “Never Say Never” is 
“Where the Story Ends” is same as it ever was, Slade 
sings essentially the same notes in essentially the same 
order with essentially the same phrasing and delivery, 
over and over again. Guitar flourishes generally come 
in the same places, as do the tempo upticks from the 
drummer. 

It's not a bad sound, but it's also not a necessary one. 
The conservative songs of “The Fray” try to shut out the 
possibility of messing up, but they end up shutting out

Zis movie eez trying too hard to be funny 


After a thief known as The Tornado alleg- 
edly steals a variety of precious items 
(including France’s beloved pink pan- 
ther diamond), an “international dream 
team” of detectives (Andy Garcia, Alfred 
Molina, Yuki Matsuzaki, Aishwarya Rai) 
works to crack the case. 

Slowing down the process is the team’s 
leader, inspector Closeau (Steve Martin), 
the renowned nincompoop who has a way 
of missing what’s obvious and botching 
what’s simple until he somehow stumbles 
onto the truth. Co-starring the always- 
pleasant Emily Mortimer as Closeau’s 
crush and John Cleese as Closeau’s boss, 
with small, surprising turns from Jeremy 
Irons and Lily Tomlin. 

The buzz: With his first outing as 
inspector Clouseau (in 20o6’s “The Pink 
Panther”) Martin certainly didn’t have the 


restrained charm of Peter Sellers’ Closeau. 
But the movie was, at times, pretty funny, 
and bounced along with enough pace and 
goofball spirit to make the laughs out- 
weigh the groans. 

The verdict: There’s no such lightness 
to the highly unnecessary “Panther 2,” 
whose mystery plods like a feline with a 
bum leg and offers an unusual number of 
sexual innuendos for a PG flick. 

The movie’s not devoid of laughs, par- 
ticularly if you can’t help but crack up at 
some of Closeau’s absurd mispronuncia- 
tions. (Guilty as charged.) But part of 
Sellers’ appeal was that he never seemed 
like he was trying to be funny— he just 
was. Everything in “Panther 2” so clum- 
sily charges at the door marked “funny” 
that it merely knocks itself out on the 
frame.

On Valentine’s Day, true love tends to speak in 
chocolate. But what works well when it’s time to 
toast to that love? 

‘A good rule of thumb when pairing chocolate 
with a beverage is to look for one that is very low 
in tannins as well as acidity,” says Thierry Muret, 
executive chef for Godiva Chocolatier. 

Sweet white wines, such as a sauternes or a 
banyuls, are very popular. Prefer red? Muret 
suggests a 2004 Hess cabernet sauvignon. As for 
sparkling? “Pairing Champagne with a chocolate 
covered strawberry or a strawberry truffle is a 
delicious way to indulge,” he says. 

Brandy and cognac also are great matches 
for dark chocolate because the alcohol content 
is not as high as in other spirits. And aged rum 
works well with caramel chocolates. 

“Since rum’s base is sugar cane and it has a lot 
of brown notes, it’s a perfect complement to 
milk chocolate pieces with caramel fillings,” he 
says. For nutty chocolates, such as pralines, go 
for a single blend scotch whiskey 

And while coffee seems like a natural with 
chocolate, be careful: Muret says it’s a difficult 
pairing. “When selecting a coffee, note the ori- 
gin, the roast level and way that it’s brewed.” 

When it comes to tea, it gets the same rule as 
wine. Stick to teas that are low in tannins, such 
as white teas, or flower teas, such as verbena or 
French mint.

The pastor of a Bridgeport church 
says he received no threats before 
someone spelled out a message 
about rape across three doors and

“We didn’t receive any warnings or 
threats or anything of that nature,” 
said Rev John Parker, pastor of All 
Saints St. Anthony’s Church, 518 W 
28th PI. 

The fire was reported around 3 
a.m. near some cellphone equipment 
but was put out within about 15 
minutes, officials said. 

On one of the church’s doors, 
authorities found the word “RAPE” 
formed in pieces of red duct tape. On 
another door close by were the words 
“GOD IS A LIE.” On an adjacent 
door were the words, “HAPPEND’S 
HEAR,” written in the same way 


FDA: Peanut 
company 
knew food 
was tainted 

Eederal health officials say the 
Georgia peanut plant at the center of 
the salmonella outbreak knowingly 
shipped tainted products. 

Previously, the Eood and Drug 
Administration had said Peanut 
Corp. of America retested products 
after getting an initial positive result 
for salmonella. The agency said the 
company shipped the goods after 
follow-up tests came back negative. 

But Friday, the FDA said the 
company sent out peanut butter, 
chopped peanuts and peanut meal 
that had tested positive even before 
it got back any negative findings. 

Peanut Corp. denies any 
wrongdoing. The government has 
opened a criminal investigation. 


Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis told aldermen 
Friday the department has reviewed some 
security measures since a 14-year-old imper- 
sonated an officer last month, but more inves- 
tigation is needed. 

Weis fielded a flurry of questions from 
aldermen on the admitted security breach at a 
South Side police station. That’s where a boy 


wearing a uniform allegedly impersonated an 
officer for several hours, including time spent 
in a patrol car with another officer. 

He provided few new details of the incident, 
but said the 14-year-old had attempted unsuc- 
cessfully to enter another district station earlier 
the same day 

He’s called on the Secret Service for an 


independent review of department security 
measures. Weis says an internal investigation 
of the incident will be completed Feb. 23 and 
disciplinary action may take place then. 

The boy has pleaded not guilty in juvenile 
court to impersonating an officer. 

A considerable amount of time was spent 
discussing whether the back door to the sta- 
tion that the boy entered was broken or not. 
Aldermen determined the door wasn’t broken, 
but that officers kept it open or unlocked so 
officers could come and go freely The city actu- 
ally changed the door’s lock yesterday and gave 
the new keys to only select staff

The number of obese Americans is now greater than the number who 
are merely overweight, according to government figures released in 
January It’s as if once we taste food, we can’t stop until we’ve gorged 
ourselves. 

Taking that inclination into account, some people are adopting an 
unusual solution to overeating. Rather than battling temptation in 
grocery stores, restaurants and their own kitchens, they simply don’t 
eat. At least not at certain times of the day or specific days of the 
week. 

Called intermittent fasting, this rather stark approach to weight 
control appears to be supported by science, not to mention various 
religious and cultural practices around the globe. The practice is away 
to become more circumspect about food, its adherents say But it also 
seems to yield the benefits of calorie restriction, which may ultimately 
reduce the risk of some diseases and even extend life. Some fasters, in 
fact, ultimately switch from regular, if comparatively rare, periods of 
hunger to permanent deprivation. They limit calories all the time. 

Not all nutrition professionals see the merits of fasting. Some think 
of it as a recipe for disaster, setting up a person for binge eating and 
metabolic confusion. 

Ruth Frechman, a registered dietitian in Burbank, Calif, and 
spokeswoman for the American Dietetic Association, says she 
frequently sees such extreme strategies backfire. 


Need a diagnosis? There’s an app for that

SACRAMENTO Dr. Javeed Siddiqui, an infec- 
tious-disease physician, was on the job at 
University of California Davis Medical Center 
when his iPhone rang with an urgent call. A 
colleague’s niece was in distress, her right eye 
swollen from a dog bite. 

Siddiqui asked the girl’s father to send a 
digital photo of the 8 -year-old’s wounded 
eye— directly to the doctor’s iPhone. He 
quickly viewed the injury and issued a soothing 
diagnosis: No need for an emergency room. 
Antibiotics, which he prescribed by phone, 
would do the job. 


IPHONE DOCS 

Fifty-four percent of all physicians own 
smartphones or other handheld devices, 
according to a survey late last year by New 
York-based Manhattan Research, which 
analyzes trends in the health care industry. 

Beyond their cool quotient, smartphones 
such as the iPhone and other handheld devices 
are becoming as handy as stethoscopes in a 
doctor’s arsenal. 

With the ability to view X-rays, zoom 
in close on images of wounds and peruse 


pharmaceutical libraries, these brainier cell 
phones are putting new tools at the fingertips 
of doctors, pharmacists and health care 
workers. 

“So much about medicine is about making 
the right decision at the right time,” said 
Siddiqui, an associate director at UCD’s 
Center for Health and Technology 

Gone are the days when pagers ruled. While 
they remain standard issue at hospitals such 
as University Medical Center, many younger 
physicians see pagers as remnants of old- 
school technology on the verge of becoming 
obsolete.
